The second cou nt of tho indictment | 
is practically the same as the first, ex­ 
cept that it alleges that .Mrs. Bankert 
u sed two revolvers in killing Cook. 
The third cou nt states that she u sed a 
3*2 and a 38 caliber revolver .and a raz­ 
or in killing her victim. 
The fou rth 
cou nt specifies that the kiling was 
done by Mrs. Bankert with a 32 and a 
38 caliber revolver, bu t omits saying 
anything abou t the razor. 
Since the indictment was retu rned 
Ju dge Sparks ordered a bench w ar­ 
rant issu ed for the arrest of Mrs.
